W hat to them 
was the defense of their country, 
when they had no love for it? Why 
should they fight for what they did 
not prize? If they drove the Midlan­ 
d s out of their land, then their own 
| worship of Baal must go also.

I no doubt for this very reason many 
: of the Israelites found it convenient 
I to be "fearful and afraid.” A great 
many modern “men of Israel” have 
found it so when dealing with some 
threatening evil. They were "afraid” 
to 
array 
themselves 
against 
the 
beverage liquor traffic. 
"It might 
make a bad m atter worse.” 
Be­ 
sides prohibition would take aw’ay 
from them the only efficient antidote 
for a hundred ills of mind and body. 
And it was a remedy that was so 
soothing, 
inspiring 
and "easy to 
take!” Hence they were “afraid” to 
go to war against John Barleycorn. 
There remained ten thousand.”— 
v. 3. There is nothing that accounts 
, for so many failures to try to do 
, what is acknowledged should be 
I done as lack of moral courage. Only 
ten thousand—less than one-third— 
I of the men who responded to the 
jcall of Gideon but what were “fear- 
ful and afraid.” 
Is that the proposi­ 
tio n now? 
More than two of these 
men out of three felt sure that It 
could not be done, so what was the 
use trying? 
The odds were against 
1 them. 
And the odds is invariably 
[against the fellow who, oven before 
the battle begins, expects 
to 
be 
defeated. 
W hen "everybody says it 
can’t be done," that is the time to 
show that "everybody’s dead wrong,” 
—by doing it, if it is something that 
should be done because of its im­ 
portance. A few optimists outweigh 
a great many pessimists in 
the 
world's work, be it primarily con­ 
structive 
or 
reformative. 
Mere 
numbers is no criterion of achieve­ 
ment. 
The more men there are as­ 
sociated together who are "afraid;” 
the weaker the organization. 
Two 
hundred pounds avoirdupois in the 
form of a man is weightless, if the 
thing that lives in it and causes it 
to act is without 
courage. 
The 
soul—if it ^has one—of a rabbit in 
the body of a lion would make of 
the latter a coward. 
Men are what 
moves them to action. 
If they re­ 
spond to cowardice, that they are; 
if to 
courage, 
then 
that 
defines 
them. 
A man may even rally to 
the call of some Gideon, and yet not 
be a man, nor can all the Gideons 
I in the world make a map out of 
him—if he refuses to co-operate. 
“Everyone that lappetli 
as a 
dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by 
himself.”—v. 5. And that, simple as 
it was, proved to be a "doggoned” 
good test. 
It is the little things, 
after all, that reveal the kind 
of 
stuff out of which a man is made. 
His language is that of the ordinary 
man—except that he uses a few 
"cuss words’* to emphasize the fact 
(?) that he is telling the truth. His 
table manners are not materially dif­ 
ferent from those of the other guests 
—only he bites his bread instead of 
breaking it, and drinks his coffee 
with the sound of a suction pump 
that 
needs 
priming. 
He 
wears 
clothes, the same as other men, but 
he is “a loud dresser,” proclaiming 
to discerning people that he has but 
little above his coat collar that is 
attractive. 
Bv the little things that 
they do, or leave undone, men are 
being tested, estimated and decided 
for or against, and at the time they 


the men at the stream quenching 
their thirst as Gideon watched them. 
By a studied effort a man may con­ 
ceal much that is to his discredit, 
but the incidental things, and the 
seemingly insignificant, tell the story 
of his life. 
The three hundred who 
lapped “as a dog lappeth” were alert 
■—had always been and would con­ 
tinue to be so. 
They could not be 
taken by surprise. 
They would see 
and seize an opportunity before the 
7,700 who 
stooped 
to 
drink 
had 
taken the first thought about it. No, 
sir; that young “Gideonite” did not 
have “a pull with the boss” that got 
him the place over you. 
He was 
alert, active, full of "pep,”—as the 
boss knew by the way he did the 
"unim portant” things that you did 
—if at all—in your own leisurely 
way. 
“The three hundred men.”—v. 16. 
One man can plan a successful ven­ 
ture, and that man with a few help­ 
ers can execute*the plan. 
He can­ 
not do it alone. 
That one m an—the 
head of the firm, it may be has 
chosen you as a lieutenant. 
He has 
had "his eye on you for some time.” 
He has faith in you and confidence 
in your ability. 
You are one of the 
three hundred—chosen, with a few 
others, out of an “arm y” of 32.000. 
An honor has been conferred upon 
you. 
In you a sacred trust reposes. 
It is now up to you to make good 
by co-operating heartily and to the 
extent of 
your 
ability. 
Many 
a 
worthy 
undertaking 
has 
failed— 
because 
the 
"Gideonites” 
failed, 
when they m ight'have succeeded, if 
they would. But they grew limp and 
lazy, and adopted for their 
pass­ 
word "Let-Gid-do-it.” 
Of course the success of the three 
hundred was conducive to the wel­ 
fare of the 29,000, 
who ought to 
have stood shoulder to shoulder with 
them. 
It has always been so, and 
will continue to be. 
And this does 
stir a man’s indignation, to think 
that his success aids 
those 
who 
would hinder rather than help him— 
but there is no other way. 
Shall 
one continue to be a slave to the 
“Midianite8,” because gaining one’s 
freedom would also release many 
others who have Rhown that they 
are utterly unworthy to have such 
liberty? Then all, and always, men 
will be in bondage 
socially, econ-1 
omicaliy, politically, religiously.
